-Faurot Back from Europe with Details 
of Extended tilion ‘System. 
Capt. Joseph A, FWurot, head of the Bu- 
reau of Identification of the Police De- 
partment, who. arrived from Europe on 
Tuesday by thé steamship Minnetonka, 
after two months’ study of criminology in 
Paris arid London, gave some aeoount yes- 
terday ,morning at Police Headquarters 
of a school for detectives which Commis- 
sioner Waldo has determined to start. 
Capt, Fattrot will teach detective pupils 
the latest means of identifying criminals. 
The new method is’ in a measure @ con- 
tinuation of the Bertillon system of crim- 
inal identification. Paris has -had the 
whole system for three years, and London 

for two. 

Capt. Faurot had letters of introduction 
to M. Bertillon, the inventor of the~iden- 
tification system which includes thumb 
mark measurements, and to. M. Lepine, 
Prefect-of the Paris police. M..Bertillon 
showed him the extension of the identifi- 
cation system which he has established 
among the Paris detectives. To be a de- 
tective there a man has to pass an exam- 
ination. Physiognomy plays the greatest 
part in the added part of the system. 
The nose, eyes, forehead, chin, mouth, 
throat, skin, all are closely studied. 
“Wrinkles on the forehead differ great- 
ly,” said Capt. Faurot. The lids of the 
eye, with their lashes, the color, and 
manner of using the eyes are minutely 
noted. M. Bertillon has estabjished ‘the 
fact that no twd persons’ ears.are exactly 
alike, and does not ‘believe that two moses 
are cover precisely alike. There are in- 
numerable means of identifying a person 
by facial characteristics. M. Bertillon 
gave to Faurot a Il set of the charts 
and means of taking measurements used 
in his bureau. 

The noge is the best means of identi- 
fying a man before he is apprehended, 
and next te that, the ear Peculiarities 
in personal habits, such as biting the 
finger nails, smoki the manner of 
holding the«cigar, the choice of a aie 
and so on, are all important. 

Bertillon. showed Capt. Faurot * the 
thumbprints of a man taken in India in’ 
1850. Thumbprints of the samme man were 
taken two years ago in Paris. Faurot 
says they were identi even after more 
than half a century. He was also shown 
the thumbprints of a chimpanzee and an 
orang-outan, and he said it was diffiy 
cult to tell them from thoge of a man. 

Tt will take from twenty to twenty-five 
lessons, -said Capt. Faurot, to teach a 
detective the new method by means of the 
charts and studies he procured in Paris 
and London. 

By some misadventure the trunk in 
which Capt. Faurot had all the charts, 
measurements, and studies for his new 
system has been misplaced, and he has 
not. seen it since it was aboard ship. He 
thinks the express people misplaced it, 
and that it will turn up, but he is worry- 
ing about it. 


STANDARD OIL $340 A SHARE 


‘Paid. on Curb for Dissolved Jersey 
Company—With Subsidiaries $665. 


For the first time since the books of the 
Standard Oil Company of .New Jersey} 
closed, on Aug. 31, for recording the 
shareholders who are to receive on Dec. 
1 or thereabout their. pro rata shares 
of the stocks of-the thirty-three sub- 
sidiaries of which the court compels the 
distribution Standard Oil stock was sold 
on the Curb yesterday. Both the New 
Jersey corporation shares and the shares 
of the subsidiaries alone, as they are to 
be distributed, brought the combined 
price of $665, which is 35 points above the 
last pricé made for “cash” ‘on Aug. 31, 
when the New Jersey corporation's sieck, 
with full rights to subsidiaries, sold be- 
tween 620 and 638, closing at 630. 

Five shares of the New Jersey corpora- 
tion, which continues after tie dissolu- 
tion as a manufacturing company and 
the holding company for natural gas and 
foreign companies which did nct come un- 
der the condemnation of the Sherman law, 
sold at $340 a share. This price repre- 
sents, to some extent, the conviction 
among the brokers that the usual ien- 
dollar dividend for the last quarter of 
the year will be paid on the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey stuck. The com- 
pany’s assets are admitted by the Stand- 
ard Oil officials to be worth “fuily”’ its 
capitalization of $100,000,000, not counting 
the properties from which the court has 
ordered it to disassociate itself. 

In the belief that this dividend will be 
paid, with possibly a large distribution, 
the contract of sale gives to the buyer 
the right to whatever dividend may be 
paid on Standard Oil: Company of New 
Jersey up to Dec. 31, except the distribu- 
tion of the subsidiary stocks.

NEW LINERS 0 USE 
THE PANAMA CANAL 


Atlantic and Pacifio Transport 
Company Will Have Fleet of 
Fifteen Ready in 1913. 


COAST.- TO -COAST TRIPS 


Company Sees Great Opportunity for 
Tourist as Well as Freight 
and Mail Business.

TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 5.—The Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Transport Company of 
New Jersey, organized to bid on con- 
tracts now being advertised by Postmas- 
ter General Hitchcock, which call fer 
weekly ocean mail service between New 
York and Colon, New Orleans and Colon, 
and San Francisco and the City of-Pan- 
ama, (and for a fortnightly service be- 
tween Seattle and the City of Panama.) 
was incorporated here to-day with 
@ capital of $15,000,000. The incorpo- 
rators are among the best-known steam- 
ship men in the United States,,and of the 
five four are former. Officials of the At- 
lantic Transport Line, which line is now 
one of the services: operated by the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine. These men 
are Bernard N. Baker, former Président; 
James ‘8. Whiteley, former’ Vice Presi- 
dent; C. G. Heim, former, Treasurer, and 
T. B. Harrison, former Secretary of the 
Atlantic. Transport all of whom 
are residents of Baltimore, and Adrian 
H. Boole of Washington, at one time one 
of the managers of the Wilson Line of- 
fices in Boston. [ 

The organization of this company is the 
first step in preparation for the commer- 
cigl_use of tlie Panama Canal, as the in- 
corporators. plan, to maintain regular 
steamship service between the principal 
ports on the Pacific and Atlantic Ameri- 
can seaboards. It has under way plans 
for the immediate construction of a fleet 
of fifteen modern liners of the speed and 
tonnage nécessary to comply with all the 
requirements of the Ocean Mail act of 
3801. Assurances hSve been given that 
all the steamships will be ready to enter 
the service when the canal is opened to 
world traffic in 1913. 

The mail contracts for which the new 
company will bid require that steamers 
from New York to Colon must stop at 
Charleston, 8. C., or Savannah, Ga., en 
route, while those departing from ‘San 
Francisco for the City of Panama must 
call at San Pedro (the port of-Los An- 
geles) or San Diego, Cal., en route, and 
those leaving Seattle must oall at As- 
toria (port of Portland) on the southern 
voyages. It is the intention to extend 
all these mail routes through the Panama 
Canal and make complete trips from the 
ports of the Pacific to those of the At- 
antic every Week thé year Ground. This 
will make possible the opportunity for 
full return cargoes without rebandling in 
transit. 

In order that thé trade advantages of 
the canal may be developed to the great- | © 
est benefit and profit of the people of 
the United States the Postmaster Gen-: 
eral has instructed the bidders for mail 
contracts that no contracts will be 
awarded “to any bidder who shall be 
engaged in any competitive transporta- 
tion” business by rail.” ‘The charter of 
the company incorporated here to-day 
conforms to this condition. It reads: 


No person shall be eligible as a Director who 
shall be a Director in or an officer or agent 
of any corporation or association engaged in 
any competitive transpcrtation business by rail. 


Three years ago the Government real- 
ized that unless a large fleet of, American 
ships was built to compéte for the canal 
traffic the country would in 1018 open the 
costliest canal in ‘the world. to a trade 
that would practically be mofidpolized by 
ships flying the flags of foreign nations. 
That was why, in 1908, Gen. Luke E. 
Wright, then Secretary of War, called in 
Mr. Baker and askéd him to ascertain 
why the prospective trade benefits of the 
canal were not being taken advantage of 
in the United States. As a result of that 
conference Mr. Baker made a‘trip to the 
Isthmus and to the principal ports of the 
Pacific, and submitted his conclusions in 
a statement which was later transmitted 
to the Senate Committee on Interoceanic 
Canals. In his report Mr. Baker stated 
that the transcontinental railroad pool 
had been paying $1,000,000 a year to the 
Panama Railroad Company to suppress 
water competition by way of Panama, and 
that one of the ways.the Panama Raij- 
road accomplished this purpose was not to 
bufid its line to deep water. Othér trips 
were made to the canal and the ific 
Coast, and as a result Mr. Baker, at the 
request of Gen. Wright, formulated plans 
for the commercial utilization of the great 
waterway as soon as ft was, opened to 
trade. 

Tho extent of the traffic from coast to 
coast, two years ago, was estimated to be) 
about 8,000,000 tons, and as trade was 
then, and is still, increaging at the rate 
of 10. per t. each year, this will mean 
4,200,000 tons by the time the canal is 
ready for navigation by ocean-going ves- 
sels. Since water transportation costs so 
much less than transportation by rail, the 
natural advantage will be with the new 
route across the Isthmus, and the or- 
ganizérs of .the Atlantic and Pacific 
Transport Company anticipate the enjoy- 
ment of a full share of the benefits that 
will be open to American commerdée when 
the canal is completed.

TOO MUCH GOLD PRODUCED.

This Said to be Cause of High Prices 
and Consequent Labor Unrest.

LONDON, Sept. 5.—An intéresting 
suggestion is made in regard to the in- 


creased cost’ of living, which, like an 
earth wave, has sent a tremor through- 
out Europe, causing food riots in 
France, an outcry against the butchers 
in Belgium, and protests against dearer 
meat and milk in Germany, while it is 
largely responsible for the labor unrest 
in England.

Meat, espe- 
cially bacon, in England the poor man’s 
favorite food; milk, bread, and sugar 
all cost more.~ It is calculated that 
there is a 10 per cent. increase in the 
weekly budget of household expenses in 
England.

from the, same cause as his motiier. 
Michael Loprete, living at 64 Fourth 
Street, went into the wood Sunday morn- 
ing with his son Michael, Jr., and gath-i 5 
ered toadstools, thinking they were 
mushrooms. Mrs, Loprete cooked them 
and served them with the meat. She and 
her son ate them with relish, and toward 
evening all were attacked with pains, 
nausea and vomiting. 

Mrs. Lopreteé died a few hours later, 
and then her husband tore his hair, and 
rushing into the room, where his dead 
wife lay, he hastily opened a bureau 
drawer,- snatched a revolver, and ~before 
any~one could prevent him, shot himself 
through his right ear. He fell dead across 
the bed ‘his wife occupied, with: a bullet 
through his brain. The son, who was 
lying ill from toadstoels in the same 
room, tried to get up, not knowing his 
mother was dead, but ‘he fell back and 
sank into a state of coma from which he 
could not be aroused. ° 

One death occurred and three persons, 
whvu had apparently recovered, were aguin 
stricken yesterday from eating ** mush- 
rooms” in this city. The dead man, J. 
Vincent Miniacci, 402 ‘Bast 115th St., it was 
learned by the police, had gathered the 

‘mushrooms ”’ on Saturday tast. He was 
accompanied by his wife and his brother- 
in-law, Gaetano Costapile, all of whom 
were taken ill. €astapile said they went 
to the Bronx to gather the supposed 
delicacy. They picked a large bag, and 
it was arranged that they should 
cooked at the dead man’s home, Costapile 
and his wife going there to eat dinner. 

Shortly after dinner Miniacci was taken 
with convulsions. He was removed to the 
Harlem Hospital, where he died.

‘HELD UNDER NEW GUN LAW 


Often Suspected, but Never Enough 
Evidence to Convict Him—Known 
as a Bullying Grafter. 


In Giuseppe Costabile, a shrewd, narrow- 
eyed Italian of -whom they have been 
Keeping track for the-last six years, and 
whom they arrested at midday yesterday 
in the most crowded section of the Ital- 
jan quarter, with a large yellow bomb 
concealed ynder his coat, the police be- 
lieve they have caught the chief and 
traster-mind of a gang of. blackmailers 
who have set most of the thirteen bomb 
explosions reported in the last month, 
who have levied steady and heavy black, 


mail on more than 100 merchants, and 
who have terrified. tradesmen of the Ital- 
iar section for years past. Costabile him- 
self they have suspected for years as the 
manufacturer of bombs for the Black 
Hand operations. 

Detective Lieuteriant Corrao, who with 
the late Lieut. Petrosino had followed 
Costabile’s trail for many years, and De 
tectives Castane and Dondero of the Ital- 
jan squad, who had shddowed him stead- 
ily for the last two. weeks in connection 
with a more recent’ Black Hand case, 
were waiking east on Prince Street, be- 
tween Mott and Elizabeth Streets, at 
11:30 o'clock yesterday morning when 
they saw Cpstabile coming toward them. 
Costabile caught a glimpse of Corrao, 
whom he knows from previous police ex- 
perience almost as well as the detective 
knows him. In & moment he turned on 
his heel and began to walk hurriedly 
avay. »Corrao’ quickened his own pace, 
however, and overtook Costabile about 
20 feet from Elizabeth Street. ~

On his person was found an Italian 
newspaper, the front page of which bore 
glaring illustrations of.the havoc wrought 
early" yesterday morning by a bomb ex- 
plosion at 144 First Avenue. The: police 
found also in. his possession a Hst of 
names, some of. which they say are famil- 
‘jar to them: as'those of sons who have 

served sentences in Sing Sing, and all of 
which’ are thought.to be the names of 
members of Costabile’s wang. 

The police found also another list, which 
they believe contains the names of vic- 
tims from whom blackmail had been de- 
manded or who, —— had already paid 
sums to the lackmailers. Inspector 
Hughes refused last night to make any 
statement concerni the names thus rs- 
certained by the police, other than that 
he consideréd them very important to the

“At that time,’’ said Inspector Hughes, 
“he formed and became the master- 
mind of a bomb-throwing gang that 
straightway began threatening Italian 
| tradesmen, setting bombs, and collectin 
| blackmail, One of the mén- threaten 
at the time was Francesco Spinella of 
814 and $16 East Eleventh Street, who 
owned several tenements and passed as 
wealthy in the Italian quarter.’ 

Cn June 14, 1905, according to the po- 
lice, two bombs were exploded in Spinci- 
la’s tenement, following his refusa] to 
pay blackmail. . Both bombs, the lice 
Say, were set under Costabile’s guidance. 

The late .Lieut. Petrosino and Lieut. 
Carrao, then side partners, were as- 
signed to the case, and watched §Spin- |}. 
élla's home for further explosions. On|}. 
the night’ of July 14, 1 they rushed 
into the tenement, to find in the hallway, 
stooping over a newly lighted bomb, an 
Italian 21 8 old, whom they recog- 
nized as  Pinzolo Buondventura, of the 
“Three Deuces,” then a notorious hang- 
out for the gang, at 222 Chrystie Street. 
While Carrao grabbed the lighted. bomb 
and extinguished it, Petrosino, revolver in 
hand, according to the police, rushed at 
Buonaventura, and such was the impetus 
of his rush that the revolver he held 
leveled before him ‘went clear through 
the young Italian’s cheek. Spinelia, how- 
ever, aware insisted that jt was he and 
his son who lay in walt for the black- 
mailers, and that he, patient of longer 
concealment, rushed ‘out jabbed his 
revolver. through Buoreventura's cheek. 

From Buonaventura, the police sav, they 
learned that Costabile had played the 
leading part in engineering the bomb- 
setting, and given the younger man 
the destructive missile to set off. Buona- 
ventura was tried and convicted and sen- 
tenced on Oct...

How They Got to Costabile. 


Both Corrao and Inspector Hughes de- 
clared yesterday that they considered 
Costabile ‘‘a big catch.” The prosent 
arrest was uccomplished efter two weeks’ 
surveillance of Costabile by the detectives, 
In connection with an earlier blackmail 
game worked by cne Rogolino, said by 
the police to have been a chum of Costa- 
bile. Threatening letters demanding 
blackmail had been recelved by Calandro 
Brothers, who havo a store at £31 East 
Eleventh Sireet. An appointment was 
mude with. the blackmailers to deliver the 
meney at a certain hour in the night. 
When Rosolinc walked into the store to 
ecliect the money some cre blew off the 
top his pene. with a shotgun. He was 
ktled instantlyl. 

The Calandro Brothers had not solicited 
police help. It was given out that the 
shooting in their store been an ordi- 
nary Italian gang fight, but Inspector 
Hughes said yesterday that it was a case 
of self-defense against blackmail. 

The police knew that Costabile was a 
side partner of Rosolino. They recalled 
that, in the days of Lieut. Pe no, Ro- 
solino and Costabile had starte 
ness as saloon keepers, buying a saloon 
at 244 Elizabeth Street. They paid $50 as 
a deposit, with the understanding that 
the balance was to be paid in thirty days. 
When that time came, however, and the 
former owner of. the place demanded his 
money, the two men, according to‘ the 
police, threw him out of the sal . The 
place was for a while the hangow ra 

g of suspected blackmailers. Recalil- 
fh this incident, Corrao and the two 
other detectives kept Costabile in sight 
each day for the last two 5 Sgr until he 
was arrested yesterday with the bomb 
concealed under his coat. 

Costabile was taken before Magistrate 
O’Connor; in the Tombs Court, yesterday 
afternoon, charged with violation of the 
nev; Sullivan anti-weapon law. One pro- 
vision of that law makes it a felony: for 
a person of foreign birth even to carry 
a dangerous weapon, and it is under this 

rovision that the police hope to se to 

ing Sing for seven years the man whom 

they had been tracking for .six years. 
without getting sufficient evidence to 
connett him in court directly with any 
case of blackmailing. 

In court yesterday Costabile asked that 
the case be adjourned for forty-eight 
hours to allow him to provide himself 
with counsel. 

“God is my witness that.I have done 
mo wrong!” he cried, adding piously, in 
pleasant Italian, according to Corrao, at |. 
whom he looked the while, ‘“ and when I 
get out I'll kill you and the other two!’’

Immediately after learning of the ar- 
rest.of Costabile District Attorney Whit- 
man ‘assigned Assistant District Attor- 
hey Wasservogel, who has been handling 
the prosecution of violations of tae 
Sullivan law, to make a rigid investiga- 
tion of the case and to prosecute it at 
once. 

An expert of the Bureau of Combus- 
tibles was sent to Police Headquarters to 
look at. the bomb and remove it to the 
bureau for further examination as to its 
contents. He will report to-day to the 
District Attorney. Inspector Hughes de- 
clared yesterday, however, that the ex- 
pert, even at the first glance, had pro» 
nounced the- bomb to be gerowl 

The missile is about 5.inches in diam- 
eter, and resambles a five-pound shot. It 
is light in weight, however, and fs be- 
llev to contain no alage or tron, but. 
nierely. high explosives. ven if it were 
merely a mb used for. fireworks, how- 
ever, Inspector Hughes said, it contains 
encvgh“explosives to: make it come easily 
under the category of dangerous weapons 
forbidden by the new law, 


A Valuable Capture. 


It was said last night ‘by\a person fa- 
miliar with all the phases of Black Hand 
activity in this city as well as in. Italy, 
that in Costabile the police had made a 
yaluable capture. In the Spring of 1909, 
this man said, Costabile set up in busi- 
ness in the basement of 108 Mulberry 
Street, the same house where, a few 
years earlier, Erricone Alfano, the head 
of the Camorra, had established a gam- 
bling house. Alfano and Costabile, he 
said, were friends. 

The. police learned that Costabile had 
bought large quantities of sulphur at 
various Italian groceries; and potassium 
chloride at var‘ous. drug stores, and that 
he mlx? these two ingredients to produce 
a@ very igh explosive, which he used in 
the manufacture of bombs. He,used no 
iron or slugs. His activities as a bomb 
maker for blackmailers were reported as 
very extensive, and the police finally 
Met a raid on his headquarters. When 
they broke into the place Costabile was 

one, but the police found. and seized 
arge quantities of the material of which 
the bombs were thought to be made. 
Later Costabile was also reported to the 
ciice as Manufacturing bombs in a house 
n Elizabeth Street, but they could not 
get sufficient —— against him to 

arrant an arres 
“Qostabile, the police say, has not been 
working for the last six years, yet always 
seems to be well supplied with money. 
He lives with his wife and two children 
in two rooms at the frout of 136 Chrystie 
Street. He is an intelligent and even 
good-looking Italian 29 years old, with 
black ‘hair and shrewd biue eyes, and a 
dark brown mustache. He is 5 feet 4 
inches in height and weighs 118 pounds. 

Inspector Hughes was not y yester- 
day to give out a statement of the precise 
cases of bomb-setting or black 1 with 
which he hopes to connect Costabile, or 
to say. whether or not he could be con- 
nected with any of the recent cases of 
kidnapping. The Inspector pointed out, 
however, that Costabile was arrested yes- 
terday . jn the neighborhood where on 
July $1 T-year-old Vincenzo Sabella o 
369 Broome Street — after his 
father had received six Black Hand let- 
ters. On Aue ot we Sgr Mom. 4 Pietro Quar- 
trano of 119 Elizabeth Street, Pi around 
the corner from where the Sabella boy 
lived, Mkewise disappeared, following the 
receipt of threatening letters by his father.

FRANCE’S WORD 


BERLIN, Sept. 5.—The nervousness due 
to the protracted Franco-German ne- 
gotiations over Morocco seems to have 
iriereased,; rather than decreased, with the 
résumption at the German Foreign Office 
yesterday of the conversations between 
the French Ambassador, M. Cambon, and 
the German Foreign Minister, Herr ‘von 
Kiderlen-Wichter. ; 

The French proposals to Germany, ac- 
cording to an apparently inspired article 
printed to-day in The Lokxalanzeiger, 
Were sumbitted in the form of an elaborate 
draft of a treaty. 

France, the paper says, is not haggling 
over the question of territorial compensa- 
tion if she obtains a free hand in Morocco. 
Germany is willing to grant her full po- 
litical freedom of action, provided that 
France takes over corresponding political 
obligations, including the protection of 
the lives and property of German subjects, 
and ends the abnormal: status under 
which the French authorities have shel- 
tered themselves behind the native régime 
when German rights were infringed. - 

No difficulties are apprehended over the 
question of the employment of black 
troops in a future European war, since 
Morrecd probably could not be pacified 
in many years, and troops raised else- 
where in Africa have not proved par- 
ticularly reliable. 

Economic arrangements offer the chief 


| difficulty in the way of a settlement. 


Germany, according to the Lekal An- 
zeiger, must insist upon the most minute 
guarantees for her economic and com- 
mercial interests, as unfortunately the 
French Government, under the pressure 
of concession hunters, has a constant ten- 
dency to violate and evade obligations of 
this kind. Mineral deposits must be 
opened unrestrictedly to all Nations with- 
out taxes, export duties, or other devices 
which would shut out competition.

GET BIG PRICES FOR Hops. 


Planters in Bohemia Sell Out Old 

Stocke—This Year's Crop Small. 
By Marconi Transatiantic Wireless Telegraph 

to The New York Timés, - 

VIENNA, Sept. 5, (by telegraph to 
Clifden, Ireland; thénce by wiraless.)— 
There is considerable excitement in the 
hop districts of Saaszand, Bohemia, 
from which hope worth several million 
kronen are-annually exported to the 
United States. 

Prices to-day are 300 per cent. higher 
than last year, ang the difference be· 
tween the prices now and those-.of some 
former years is‘ as much as 600 per 
cent. 

One of the leading hop planters in the 
district of Saaszand says that up,to 
the end of June the condition of the 
hops was excellent, but then came the 
hot weather, which soon caused pricés 
to rise, and last year’s hops were 
bought from the happy farmers at 200 
per cent. above last year’s prices. ‘The 
hot weather agused a greuter consump- 
tion of beer than in any previous year, 
and this again raised the price of hops. 
Old stocks which had been lying in 
storage for ten years and more have 
all been sold. Finally, this year’s har- 
vest in the Saaszand district is less 
than half last year’s.

TROOPS. DEFEATED IN TIBET 


Reported Loss of 600>.Men—Meoham- 
medans in Kan-Su Rebelling—Mon- 
gols Oppose Develgpment Schemes. 


PEKING, Sept. 5.—The great flood 
which is devastating a part of the Chinese 
Empire extends from I-Chang, in ‘the\ 
Province of Hu-Peh, to Shanghai on the 
coast, a distance of about 700 miles. 

The banks of the Yang-tse Kiang have 
been obliterated, except in the, highlarids 
and around the walled eitjes and towns. 

So far the loss of life ean ofly be esti-' 

mated, but it is believed that thousands of 
persons have been drowned. Farmhouses 
and brush huts have been submerged 
throughout the entire district or are floaj- 
ing down the river. The loss to foreign 
property is extensive. 
* The trade of Shanghai has been seri- 
ously affected, and the cotton and rice 
crops in the Yang-tse Valley have been 
completely destroyed. he consequent 
famine will doubtless be more severe even 
than that of last year. 

The Liao River in Manchuria is also 
flooded. Many persons have been drowned 
and a serious famine in that section is 
certain. : 

The Chinése Government has other im- 
portant matters confronting it at the 
present time. Rebellions have arisen in 
not fewer than five different quarters.

Visited the Birthplace of Champlain 
and Traveled Over-Paths Fol- 
. lowed by La Salle. 


President John H. Finley of City College 
has just completed a‘ month’s tour of 
exploration along forgotten bypaths of, 
the great lakes and Mississippi River 
country. The tour was undertaken In an 
effort to pass over, so far as practica- 
ble, the route into America followed by 
the first Mrengh explorers of the conti- 
nent. 

It began. in Acadia, Nova Scotia, fol« 
lowed on to the great lakes by way of 
the St. Lawretice River, went by (the. 
portages taken by La Salle to the Mis- 
Sissippi, and ended inf the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, which President Finley reachedby, 
what was probably the same branch of 
the river’s ‘mouth through which La Salle 
and his main party made their * to” 


the sea. 

It was a course of lectures delivered by 
President. Finley when he was Harvard's 
exchange professor at the University of 
Paris last Winter that inspired him to 
thp undertaking. While delivering - his 
lectures on the influence of the French 
explorers on American development Pres-' 
ident Finley visited ‘the birthplace of 
Champlain, from whom one of the Great 
Lakes takes his name. From the door- 
way of the house in which Champlain 
was born President Finley took several 
stones which he brought back to, -this 


beginning for a: monument to Champlain, 
be 5 up at some suitable place along the 
route of his travels-in America. He de-: 
cided while on his-journey that the most 
fitting spot for the monument is prob- 
ably north of the Canadian border, and 
will allow the matter of the monument 
to * until it is possiblo to erect it there. 

While President Finley set é6ut to make 
a faithful retracing of the routes, he was 
forced by the necessities of modern travel 
to alter his plans at several points. While 
the Frenchmen went entirely by boat, or 
by short po: in which they carried 
their boats from river to river, President 
Finley wes forced to go on foot at times, 
at other*times to use a rowboat, and 
sometimes sg take a train running along 
a river ban 

The most.impertant incident of his trip 
occurred in its initial stage, when he was 
seeking the remnants of the old colony 
of Port Royal, near where Annapolis now 
stands. ‘He carried with him a ma 
the river and basin near Annapolis, which 
had been made by Champlain to indicate 
the location of the colony as’founded by 
himself and Du Guastt, Sieur de Monts.

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Sept. 5.—Three 
days adrift at sea, during every hour of 
which they were face to face with. death, 
Miss Elsie Henderson, 21 years old, and 
Thomas Dennison, 22, of Dover, were 
picked up to-day six miles off the coast 
by the yacht Rob Roy of Lynn. 

When rescued by Commodore Robert 
Strong of the Lynn Yacht Club in their 
helpless little catboat, which was being 
tossed about by the waves; Miss Hender- 
son lay unconscious in the cookpit, while 
Dennison, exhausted, was raving in d@e- 
lirium. They are now in Portsmouth Hos- 
pital. The girl revived sufficiently to tell 
the story of their perilous adventure. 
The young man is still unconscious. 

Dennison is a member of a weal 
family in Dover. Miss Henderson is a 
leader in the younger society set there. 
They started on Saturday morning in a 
small catboat for a cruise for Portsmouth 
Harbor and off the coast. The story of 
what -happened to them was told this 
aftérnoon by Miss Henderson after she 
had been revived by the doctors.

750,000 PUPILS THIS YEAR. 


Estimated Registration Shows an In- 
crease of More Than 20,000. 


Beginning this. morning at 9 o'clock, 
the public schoo! buildings will be opened 
for the next three days from 9 to 3 
o’clock for the registration of pupils en- 
tering the schools for the first time. As 


nearly as it can be foretold, from 70,000 
to 75,000 pupils will be forced to accept 
part-time attendance. 

It is expected that more than 20,000 new 
pupils will be enrolled and that the total 
registration will approximate 750,000. Only 
8,336 new sittings will be available owing 
to the fact that two years ago the Board 
of Estimate failed to appropriate any 
money for the erection of school build- 
ings. City Supt. Maxwell has announced 
these rules governing the registration of 
pupils for the guidance of parents: 


Children under’six years of age will not 
be received except in kindergarten classes. 
Children under five years of age will not be 
admitted to kindergarten classes until all 
older children have been accommodated.

DES MOINES, Iowa, Sept. 5.—Asserting 
that he entertains none but the most 
friendly mal feelings for President 
Taft, Senator Albert B..Cummins in @ 
signed statement to-day sets out in a bill 
of particulars the reasons why he thinks 
Taft should not be returned to the Presi- 
dential chair. Among other things Mr. 
Cummins points to the Executive's po- 
sition on Canadian reciprocity, which the 
Senator calls ‘“‘the most unfortunate act 
of legislation passedwithin ‘the period of 
the present Administration.” 

Senator Cummins continues? 

“If the voters of the Republican 
believe that the old leadership should 
perpetuated they can find no better 
nominee than Mr, Taft. I do not believe 
it ought to be continued, and, ‘therefore, 
without any personal disparagement of 
the President, I am hoping that a pro- 
gressive Republican will be nominated 
and elected next year.

It is>manifest that space to analyze 
each of these measures and argue at 
length their merits or demerits is not 
available.’

pital physicians say that Rosa will re- 


50, died last. evening. 

No motive is known for the shooting. 
Frank Ricchetti, the ‘17-year-old son of 
the carpenter, declared that his father 
shot his sister in a dream and tried to 
kill himself when he was awakened by 
the shot and saw what he had done. Mrs. 
Ricchetti, the mother of seven children, 
moaned that her husband had been driven 
crazy by Black. Hand threats. Micolo 
Loicano, 20 years old, of 566 Seventeenth 
Street, who is ehgaged to marry Rosa, of- 
fered the most plausible theory. He de- 
clared that his prospective father-in-law 
was a moving-picture. fiend and had been 
made bloodthirsty by secing many film 
shows portraying violence. 

Among the films recently seen by Ric- 
chetti was one in which a man pursued 
by his enemies through a woods shoots 
at an intruder of his leafy hiding place, 
only to distover that it is his daughter, 
who has come to bring him food. The 
film-show father kills himself on learn- 
ing what he has ddne. Ricchetti was 
much affected by this film, and discussed 
it at home more than many of the others 
he had seen. Rosa was his favorite daugh- 
ter, and he is reported to have said that 
he would do ag the film father does if he 
should ever be so unfortunate. 

Ricchetti visited a moving-picture show 
on ‘Monday evening with his daughter 
and young Loicano. They saw several 
films in which there was-shooting, and 


young Loicano said that Ricchetti shyd- 
dered every time a shot was fired. It 
was his custom to go to picture shows 
three or four times each week, and each 


made a great impression on him, and ho 
discussed them at home with his taimijly, 
often sitting up till midnight with his en- 
tire family in the apartment back of his 
carpenter’s shop,: : 

The father had bought a gun several 
weeks ago, after telling his ramily that 
he had received Black Hand threats. He 
is a contracting cabinetmaker @ small 
way and had a business, which would 
make him a mark for blackmailers. He 
spoke constantly of being’. killed, and 
often bemeaned the state of his family 
left without him. He was particularly 
solicitous of Rosa's future, and it is 
thought by the police that he did not 
wish her‘to survive him. i 

Rosa, who is a very comely girl of the 
Latin type, worked in a shirtwaist factory 
in Fifth Avenue. She earned good wages, 
which she spent largely on rita She 
also received many gifts of clothing and 
trinkets from her father, whose partiality 
for her was s0 well known that the fam- 
ily laughed one day last week when Ric- 


echetti said;

Three matters: of some importance 
will engage the attention of the Legis- 
lature which reassembles to-day—ap- 
portionment, appropriations, and the 
New York City Charter. Of these the 
last named/is by far the most serious. 
There will no doubt be a lot of tatk 
about “direct nominations,” but it is 
unlikely that anything will come of it. 
Mr.-Murpuy will see to it that there 
are no “teeth” in any measure that is 
passed. If by any chance his precau- 
tions fail, he and Mr. Barnes will pro- 
teed to adapt their methods to what- 
ever plan may be evdlved.

THE POWER OF REMOVAL. 

The Cullen-Foley revision of the 
Charter strikes out the provision which 
gives to the Governor the power to re- 
move the Mayor of the city. It is an- 

«mounced that, on the suggestion of 
Mayor Gayrnor, this provision is to be 
restored. 

The present Charter, in Section 122, 
provides that “the Mayor may be re- 
moved from office by the Governor in 
‘the same manner as Sheriffs, except 
that the Governor may direct the in. 
quiry provided by law to be conducted 
by the Attorney General.” The au- 
thority to.remove Sheriffs is conferred 
in Article. X., Section 1, of the Consti- 
tution: “The Governor may remove 
any ‘officer in this section. mentioned 
[the officers mentioned in the section 
are Sheriffs, Clerks of Counties, Dis- 
trict Attorneys, and County. Registers] 
within the term for which-he shall 
have been elected; giving such officer 
a-copy of the charges against him, 
and an opportunity to be heard in his 
defense.” 

Mayor GAYNorR suggests that the pro- 
vision of the present Charter be re- 
stored to the Cullen-Foley Charter, 
“with the restriction that removals 
should be only for some _Sereliction of 
duty.” The Mayor is quoted as ex- 
pressing his belief that “the growing 
disposition to remove because; in the 
‘opinion of the removing power, the ac- 
cused official does not measure up to 
@ standard of intelligence or of com- 
petency set up by such removing 
power should be checked.” We had 
not observed any such “growing dis- 
“position.” \t is -our recollection that

THE REMSEN FOOD BOARD. 

Dr. IRA REMSEN feels aggrieved. As 
the President of the eminent Board of 
Consulting Scientific Experts, em- 
ployed by Secretary Wuuson to pro- 
tect the interests of food manufactur- 
ers, he complains in The Scientific 
American that “attempts have been 
made to discredit it in the eyes of the 
public,” and that “ violent attacks” 
have been made upon its findings. He 
therefore finds it necessary to say some- 
thing in vindication of the character 


and scientific repute of its members. 


Incidentally, he declares that the board 
“has nothing whatever to do with the 
decisions of the Department of Agri- 


-}culture, and is in no wise responsible 


for these decisions. The department 
makes use as it sees fit of the reports 
furnished by the board.” 

That disclaimer relieves the emi- 
nent gentlemen of all responsibility 
fer the use which Secretary WimLson 
has seen fit to make of the.answers 
to the specific questions which he_has 
officially put.to them. They are not 
responsible fer his ruling that benzoate 
of: soda may be:'used in unlimited 
quantities in the foods tuffs of the Na- 
tion. ‘They’ are not» to blame if the 
Secretary failed to. ask them the ques- 
tions he should have asked, upon re- 
plies to which, if favorable, he should 
have _based, his broad ruling: They 
never investigated the question 
whether this preservative was com- 
monly. used to make salable as food 
the offal and garbage of the fruit pre- 
servers, or whether persons in varying 
stages of ill-health would be likely to 
consume such cheap and sophisticated 
products, with cumulative ill-effect 
upon their systems. They never in- 
quired whether ‘every article of food 
which had been preserved by this 
method could not be kept and offered 
to consumers in perfect condition with- 
out the aid of any of the coal tar 
products. They were simply not asked 
to resolve these questions. Dr. REMSEN 
two years ago, in a ‘speech before the 
experts at Denver, specifically said 
“that the Referee Board was to take 
up only such, questions as were re- 
ferred to it by the Secretary.” Within 
the narrow range of the questions pro- 
pounded to it, we are quite willing to 
believe Dr. ReMSEN’sS statement that 
there has never been any other desire 
among the members of the eminent 
board “than to learn the truth and 
nothing but the truth.” Their repu- 
tations for honesty and for immunity 
to corrupting influences are, of course; 
unassailable. 

But they have not, even within the 
narrow scope of their investigations, 
added to their reputations as chemists. 
Unfortunately Dr. REMSEN. has. not re- 
plied adequately to the: charge>made,) 
not only by the “irresponsible press” 
but by a large body of his scientific 
brethren of the’ American Medical As- 
sociation, that the directors of these 
important experinients upon foods failed 
to direct. True; Dr. Herter, one of 
the board's members, suffered from 
poor health and died during the prog- 
ress of the: experiments, and Dr. 
REMSEN says that ‘another member 
of the board has undermined his health 
by too close application to the work.” 
Dr. HEeRTeR was incapacitated before 
the work began; he was not present 
to conduct the séries of expeMments 
upon which the benzoate decision was 
based, while’ no member of the board,

This acid, as Dr. Herter himself ad- 
mitted; “‘is both more effective us a 
preservative and as an injurious agent 
to protoplasm than sodium benzoate.” 
, The investigators frowned upon the 
BS STE and suppressed . the pre- 
liminary report submitted by Dr. 
DANIEL R. Lucas of experiments on 
acidulous foods, which tended to vin- 
dicate Chief Chemist WILEY's findings. 
They introduced, however, into the 
published report, as a “star exhibit,” 
Dr. - Lucas’s experiments with ben- 
goate in milk, but milk is one of the 
classic antidotes for acid poisons. 
Moreover, the official report, opposed 
as it was by the reports of eminent 
pharmacologists and . physiological 
chemists in Europe and ‘the United 
States, was based “upon experiments 
with supplies of sodium benzoate 
which were not tested to determine 
their quality, purity, and strength. 
Agents of the commercial houses that 
purvey the chemical in large quantities 
to the manufacturers, and were finan- 
cially interested in its —— a 
healthful preservative, also supplied 
the experimenting/Chemists. The en- 
tire report of the Remsen Board is 
vitiated because it failed to show by 
expert analysis that the a@rug used in 
the experiments was pure. Chemists 
who work with unstandardized sub- 
stances, and obtain results astonish- 
ingly at variance with all previous re- 
ports of their effects, should not ex- 
pect that their conclusions will win im- 
mediate and widespread approval. 








A MILITIA MEASURE.

A well-regulated militia belng nec- 
essary to the security of a free State, 
the right of the people to keep and 
bear arms shall not be infringed.” 
refers to the maintaining of the mili- 

‘tia? Or does it mean that this amend- 
ment gives every resident or citizen 
of the country the right to keep and 
bear arms?

It confers no right. The amendment 
merely recognizes a pre-existing right, 
first: formulated in the Bill of Rights, 
observed at common law, and later de- 
clared fn the Constitutions of. most 
of the States. The provision of the 
Bill of Rights reads: 


The right of every citizen to keep 
and bear arms in defense of his home 
or in aid of the civil power, when 
thereto legally summoned, shall not be 
called in question. 


The ‘second amendment. to the Fed- 
eral Constitution was drawn in behalf 
of the militia, and, in prescribing that 
the right to bear arms shall not be in- 
fringed, it restricts Congress only: The 
right may not be infringed by the 
States, either, but it has been judicially 
shown that the States may control, by 
an exercise of their police power, the 
manner in which the right may be ex- 
ercised. ~ 

THE TOADSTOOL HABIT.| 

It is a pity that the edible mushroom 
of our fields, the most liked and the 
commonest of all fungi, should be for- 
ever under a ban because ignorant or 
careless people persist in cooking a few 
specimens of the Death Cup Amanita, 
the commonest of poisonous fungi, with 
their mess of mushrooms, and dying 
suddenly in consequence. The Death 
Cup Amanita is the only toadstool 
which could possibly be mistaken for 
the common edible mushroom of the 
fields, the Agaricus campestris, which 
is not generally known by its. Latin 
name, and can get along very well 
without it. This field. mushroom 
abounds in the pasture lots and moors. 
After a heavy rain it can be gathered 
by the baSketful. -It is a nutritious 
and palatable food,-which can be cooked 
and se’ in many ways, all enticing 
and satisfying. In its wild state it is 
more delicious than any cultivated 
mushroom. One who becomes well ac- 
quainted with it never mistakes for it 
the poisonous fungi, which slightly re- 
sembles it in contour.and color, but is 
easily recognized by one who has a fair 
acquaintance with the fungi of the 
fields. . 

There are, to be sure, thousands of 
edible fungi, Only a few varieties are 
poisonous. -Any good household cyclo- 
pedia enumerates the best-known va- 
feties, ahd has pictures of the poison- 


ous kind. But the comman field mush-} 


room is the most popular. To know 
that, and know it well, ts all that is re- |’ 
quired to be able to eat mushrooms 
without risk. Country-bred folks may 
not know it because of their preference 
for a limited diet. Many city-bred per- 
sons.who-spend their, holidays in the 
country know the mushroom, however, 
have no difficulty in distinguishing it 
from the toadstool, and pick it without, 
@ sense of danger. The term toadstool,

The least importsnt part of that law, as 
well as the hardest to enforce, is that 
dealing with the punishment of those vio- 
lating it. The real and great advance is 
in the registration features and the section 
forbidd’ng the sale of weapons to anybody 
not formally and officially licensed to 
possess them. This is the préventive, as 
distinguished from the punitive, side of 
the law, and it is the experience of other 
countries where the same system of reg- 
ulation has long been in operation that 
the number of pistols carried can thus 
be considerably diminished. 

Every gain in that direction is an ad- 
vantage. Of course it is not to be hoped 
that criminals will cease to provide them- 
selves with arms, but even they will be 
made more cautious about carrying them, 
and many a quarrel! that now ends in mur- 
der wiil hav&a milder settlement when 
fewer people are habitually @quipped with 
implements for prompt and easy killing. 
It is.to be hoped that the exact meaning 
of the words ‘‘ possess" and “ posses- 
sion’’ soon gets authoritative definition, 
for until that-is done uncertainty in 
interpreting the law will remain.

He Did Not Give Up His Pulpit to His 
Associate.

In your yesterday’s issue you printed a ‘‘ spe- 
cla] '’ from Columbus stating that Dr. Wash- 
ington Gladden had “resigned the pastorate 
fof the First Congregational Church because 
members of the congregation will not attend 
services,’’ and in further. emphasis of the 
statement your headline announces that ‘ Dr. 
Gladden Quits Church,’’ Will you permit a 
brief note of correction in justice to Dr, Glad- 
den, who has no present thought of quitting 
either the Congregational Church or this par- 
ticular Congregationa) church, and also in fafr- 
ness to his congregation, who have no idea of 
permittinig their pastor to leave them until 
the burden of his increasing years a com- 
pel it. 

The facts in brief are: About — years 
ago, at Dr. Gladden’s desire, an associate {or 
junior) pastorate of the church was created 
‘In order that the heavy duties of the large 
parish might be in part shifted from Dr. Glad- 
den’s shoulders. Last Spring Dr. Carl S. Pat- 
ton of Ann Arbor was chosen associate pastor, 
to assume his position Sept. 1, and last week 
Dr. Gladden in a letter to his parishioners 
(such as it has been his custom for a quarter 
of a century to send to us annually or oftener) 
stated among other things: 


.The time has ceme when the chief respon- 

sibility of leadership should pass to other 
hands. Dr. Patton is ready to be leader, 
and I am ready to let him lead. I think 
that I have still gome good work in me, 
and I mean to help most effictently, but 
the initiative must. be left mainly to the 
younger man. 


All of the above was understood by his 
parishioners, as it was intended by Dr. Glad- 
den, to mean simply that now that the ven- 
erable pastor has reached the age of 75 the 
laboring oar must be handled by the associate 
pastor. Dr. Gladden is and will continue to 
be pastor of the church and expects to do at 
least one-half of the preaching for the congre- 
gation which he has served and honored for 
nearly thirty years.

same as is prescribed in Section 1 of Ar- 
ticle X. of the ‘State Constitution as to 
Sheriffs, County Clerks, and District At- 
torneys, which is as follows: * 


The Governor may remove any officer in 
this sectfon mentioned within the term for 
which shall haye been elected, giving to 
such offi @ copy of the charges against 
him and an opportunity of being heard .in 
his defense. 

It was under these conditions that Gov. 
Hughes . removed Borough ‘Presidents 
Ahearn and Haffen, and Gov. Roosevelt. 
removed District Attorney Asa Bird 
Gardiner and appointed Eugene A. Phil-' 
bin in his place. 

It is proposed to. restore to the Charter 
this power of removal of the Mayor and 
Borough President in the Governdx’s 
hands, but subject to a new limitation 
“for dereliction of duty,’’ and the pur- 
pose of that provision is to make the 
Governor’s act subject to review by court, 
which it is not at the present time, his 
power being summary. 

In the municipal election of 1901 C. A. 
Guden was the Fusion and H. Hesterberg 
was the Democratic candidate for Sheriff 
in Kings County. Guden was elected, but 
some time after he had taken office 
charges were made of a corrupt bargain, 
whereby he had pledged certain appoint- 
ments for support. As a result of this 
charges of malfeasance were filed \with 
Gov. Odell, and he had a hearing of these 
charges-on Feb. 5, 1902. On March 7, 
under the power given by the Constitu- 
tion, Guden was removed, and Norman 8S. } 
Dike, now County Judge in Kings, was 
appointed by the Governor: The friends 
of Guden, ‘alleging that the Governor had 
exceeded his authority, (as the friends of 
Col. Gardiner had alleged that Gov. 
Roosevelt had exceeded his’ authority,) 
advised Guden to refuse to surrender the 
‘office, and Dike, the‘ Governor’s ap- 
pointee, was only Able to get possession 
of Raymond Street Jail, which he’ held 
barricaded. On March 14 Dike ejected his 
predecessor from the Sheriff's office, and 
on March 22, the dispute having been 
brought by Guden into the Supreme 


who ruled that Guden’s renioval was un- 
constitutional. 

Previously all such removals were acs: 
quiesced.in by the courts as summary on 
the Governor's part, and Mr. Dike ap- 
pealed from Justice Gaynor’'s decision to 
the Appellate Division, which tinanimous- 
ly reversed Gaynor’s opinion on April 1%, 
1902, Later, an appeal was taken to t 
Court of Appeals, which affirmed the rul- 
ing of the Appellate Division, and estab- 
lished as the law of the State that the 
power of removal vested in the Governor 
over Sheriffs, County Clerks, District At- 
torneys, and Registers is not subject to 
any review by the courts. 

Should the Charter be so amended as 
to provide only for the removal of a 
Mayor and Borough President for d ic- 
tion of duty, the Governor’s action will be 
subject to appeal to court, and tHe final 
determination of the tenure of these offi- 
cials will not be in the hands of the State 
Executive, but of the courts. Did such a

Financing Cotton Shipments. - 
y The recently established Central Bureau 
for the registration. of cotton bills has 
not met with as cordial a reception as its 
promoters, expected and has not been 
made. use of so far. . However, the sea- 


ne|son is not sufficiently advanced to make 


it possible to tell what success. the new 
plan will have, as only a few cotton 
bills have come upon the market so far. 
Some of the leading bankers coihg a for- 


sleign exchange business have refused to 


lend. their approval to the registration 
plan and will continue to do business in 
the- old way. Bankers in the South 
and Middle West have. never admitted 
the inadequacy of the old method and 
have steadfastly refused to join in, the 
operations of a central clearing station 
in New York. The majority against the 
innovation is said to be so large as to 
render the efforts of the Liverpool banks 
to safeguard the bills of exchange in this 
manner well-nigh fruitless. Most of the, 
local bankers regard the old «method as 
perfectly safe for buyer and seller, —* 
viding ordinary precautions as to the 
standing of the firms with whom business 
is being done are observed.

Wheeling & Lake Erie Needs. 
In the annual report of the receiver of 
the Wheeling & Lake Erie there is, a 
Suggestion that.the delay in the reor- 
ganization plans, which were to have 
provided new money for the rehabilita- 
tion of the property, will make it neces- 
sary to. apply to the courts soon for per- 
mission to issue more receiver's certifi-

_ State Crop Reports. 

After the long-continued deluge of rain 
in the East, the report of the Iowa Crop 
Bureau for the week, complaining of tlie 
lack of moisture, make strange reading. 
Notwithstanding the lack of rain, Iowa 
has to be thankful for the holding off of 
frost, which last year came on Aug. 26, 
and the yearbefore on Aug. 29. The 
bureau reports that the hot weather has 
dried out the corn remarkably fast, and 
that much of the early planting is now 


“safe from frost. With another week 


of the prevailing weather more than 75 
per cent. of the crop will be safe by 


‘| Sept. 15. Silos’ are now being filled, and 


a large part of the crop will go into

fodder. In Missouri the September State 
report says that the rains have greatly 
improved conditions, as is reflected in 
the condition of 71 given to corn as of 
Sept. 1, a gain of 9.8 points over the 
August report.

Cotton-in 
the State.is placed at 88. The acreage 
of Winter wheat to be planted is put at 
106.4, as compared with last year's plant- 
ing of 1,881,000 acres,

Skepticism of Government Report. 


Last week's’ sensationally ‘poor report 
on the condition of the cotton crop, as 
figured by the Department of Agricult- 
ure, met with little response in the mar- 
ket, largely) because of the tendency 
among traders to discount pessimism 
among the planters, who are strongly 
backed-_in the. agitation for thirteen-cent 
cotton. This attitude toward the. latest 
Government ! figures is conservatively 
voiced in the market letter of a large 
cotton house, which says: ‘if.the cot- 
ton crop of 1911-12, after the unusually 
gerd me season everywhere except in the 
Southwest, is only 1.1 per cent. better 
than last season, then the cotton traders 
who have been watching the progress of 
the crop with intense interest are sadly 
mistaken in their judgment as to the 
ultimaté yield. This is the reason , for 
the lack of enthusiastic \buying, which 
in other seasons would have appeared 
immediately on the condition figures be- 
coming known. Of courSe, it is possible 
that the Government may be right and 
the trade entirely wrong in their views, 
but from the volume of selling orders’ 
coming from the South since the report 
was published we are led to believe 
they felt that the opportunity had come 
to sell a portion of their crops."’

Turning Capital Stocks. 
Every year the stocks of most active 
Stock Exchange securities are bought and 
sold often eriough to represent several 
times the capitalization of the company 
whose shares are favored with the great- 
est degree. of activity on the Exchange. 
A calculation of the trading in Reading, 
Union Pacific, and United States Steel 
shows that since the opening of this year 
up to yesterday.the entire common cap-; 
ital stock of the Reading Company was 
traded in ten times over, that of the 
Union Pacific 4.3 times, and that of the 
United States Steel Corporation 3 times.

WEST NOW WANTS PENNIES. 


Housewives Think They Could Save 
with the Smaller Coins, 


Special to The*New York Témes, 

SALT LAKE, Utah, Sept. 5.—After 
years of turning up noses at cheap peo- 
Ple of the Bast who would need such 
a@ small coin as a penny in doing their 
daily business, there has been developed 
@ real call in' the West for these samé 
coins. It is largely due to the feéling 
of the housewives that much money 
could be saved in their buying at the 
shops and in other ways if they had 
the small pieces of money. A movement 
has been put under way for the banks 
to import the coins. and some of the 
shops are already —— — wares for 
sums that change into pennies, and are 
handing out those coins. 

When an inquiry was recently made 
into, this subject by persons interested 
it’ was found that less than 20,000 = 
‘nies were in. the city. Many of t 
were held by the banks, which said they 
had difficulty in disposing of them. As 
in other cities in the West, the nickel 
had been the small coin, and the easy 
spenders hed treated even that some- 
what contemptuously. The newspapers 
sell for five cents a copy. Children have 
been brought up to the idea of asking 
for a nickel for candy and spending it. 

Now the cost of living is coming home 
even to the free-spending West, and 
housewives have found that it is not 
only well to look after the nickels, but 
the pennies, tgo. It is pointed out that 
under the- present system if a purchase 
comes to an amount the total is 
put up to make the even nickel for the 
Shopkeeper. For instance, eggs, now 23 
and 33 cents a dozen in other places are 
35 here. It is also said that the satis- 
faction of childish wants with small 
coins would bring a good saving. 

Ww. - Armstrong, President of the 
National; Copper Bank, is 
who has looked into the situation. Spetk- 
ing of it, he said that the bankers of 
the city had never been called upon to 
Hand'e cop in. large amounts, and 
would not ther with them unless cus- 
tomers asked for them. 

“Salt Lake has few nies in circu- 
lation,” he explained. “It costs so much 
to ship them 5* that we are not in 
a hurry to get them into circulation. 
Yet dealers; bankers and retailers admit 
that if about 2,000,000 pennies could 
scattered through the cash registers 
the small stores, there would be an ap- 
—— decline in the cost of living, 
or. the poorer families, at any rate.”

WHOLE ACT TO BE TESTED 


No Doubt, However, That One Obtain- 
ing a Revolver After Sept. 1 Without 
a Permit May Be Punished. 


In a statement given out yesterday 
District Attorney Whitman expressed the

It seems to us 
likely that the courts will eventually ‘iecide 
that firearms, lawfully obtained and kept 
by a citizen on his premises prior to Sept. 

1 cannot be confiscated; and the citizen 

cannot properly be charged with a crime 

because that pistol remained on the prem- 
ises % was found there subsequent to 

Sept. 
tt has always been a crime to carry a 

revolver concealed on the person and the 

act properly makes it a felony. . Pistels 
cannot lawfully be obtained or carried in 

this State without a permit since Sept. 1, 

and, of course, any one who has any such 

weapon obtained since that date without 

a@ permit, whether it be on his person or 

not, is guilty of a violation of the act.
